Four Bolts Hold 
20-Ton B-29 Wing 


Securely in Place 


Engineers, who regard the de 
sign and construction of airplanes 
as an exact science, may look up- 
on the building of B-29 superforts 
as commonplace routine business, 
but laymen and the army of work- 
ers-on the assembly line at the 
Bell Bomber plant still marvel at 
the manner in which these mag- 
nificent battleships of the air are 
held together with small but 
mighty bolts and rivets. 


When the monster wing is 
dropped by overhead cranes into 
its place in the center section of 
the fuselage, it will be fastened 
firmly by four stout steel bolts, 
each of which passes through 
two forgings of light but strong 
aluminum alloy. The two forward 
bolts are 11-2 inches in diame- 
ter; the two rear bolts are 2 1-8 
inches in diameter. They bear 
the entire shear load of the wing 
which weighs nearly 20 tons. 

From each of the four wing 
nacelles projects a Wright Cyclone 
engine which weighs more than 
a ton. Each engine is held firmly 
to its nacelle by a six-point motor 
mount ring. At each of these 
points is a bolt only 9-16 of an inch 
in diameter. 

That comparatively small bolts 
and rivets can hold such massive 
air battleships together and with- 
stand the strain of the most severe 
flight requirements is regarded by 
aircraft engineers as a tribute to 
American ingenuity and work- 
manship.

Leiper Urges

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Penicillin Starves Out 
Bacteria, Says Emory Doctor 


In two years the knowledge and improvement of penicillin, the 


wonder drug, will have gone forward so rapidly that today’s concepts | 


will be old-fashioned and clumsy. That was the prediction made by | 
Dr. Paul B. Beeson, director of the research into the drug’s effect car- 


ried on by Emory University. 


Speaking at the Rotary Club’s 
luncheon meeting at the Ansley, 
hote] eg Dr. Beeson gave 
a report in ljaymen’s terms on. 
the results of the research carried 
on at Emory and Grady hospitals 
by the Emory School of Medicine. 
He described the discovery of the 
drug in 1929-by an English pro- 
festor, who noticed that common 
mold on a bacteria’ culture media 
retarded the growth of the bac- 
teria. 

Ten years later Oxford Univer- 
sity took up the report on penicil- 
lin which the doctor had pub- 
lished earlier. Lacking manpower 
and sufficient laboratory facilities 
the head of the English experi- 
ments had the work transferred 
to this country in 1941, Large 
biological drug houses turned over 
their giant facilities to the work.

tient frequently showing marked | 


improvement in a few hours,” said | 


Dr. 
professor of medicine at Emory. 
He added that penicillin is effec- 
tive in acute infectious diseases, 
having saved many otherwise 
hopeless’ cases in the past two 
years. 

While it is highly effective in 
halting streptococcus infections, lo- 
bar pneumonia, meningitis and 


other bacteria-caused diseases, it 


does not cure tuberculosis, typhoid 
fever, influenza, undulant fever 
and many others, he concluded. 
While iodine and other anti- 
septics work to kill the bacteria, 
destroying the body tissues at the 


same time, penicillin simply inter- 


feres with the nutrition of the 
bacteria. Explaining that  bac- 
teria must have proteins, carbohy- 
drates and even vitamins to live, 
Dr. Beeson continued, “science 
doesn’t know which of the food 
requirements it interferes with, 
but we do know that it retards 
or stops the growth of disease 
bacteria.” With the growth stop- 
ped, the human body’s natural 
defenses can then overcome the 
illness.

. PARIS, Oct. 23.—(UP)—Geor- 
ges Suarez, former editor of the 
newspaper Aujourd’hui and.of the 


'Paris-Soir under three years of

today of treason and communica- 
tion with the enemy and condemn- 


ed to death in a swift close of the 


first of a series of French treason 
trials. 

A special court headed py 48- 
year-old Judge Auguste Ledoux 
and numbering four jurors—as- 
sistant judges—passed sentence on 
Suarez in the assize court of the 
Palace of Justice after rejecting 
the plea of his attorney that the 
court was not competent to han- 
dle the case because France was 
not at war with Germany during 
the occupation and that hence the 
charge of communication with the 
enemy was not admissible. 

‘- had no contact with the Ger- 
mans!” Suarez shouted repeatedly 
and passionately. Once, asked 
whether he advocated collabora- 
tion with Germany, Suarez said 
he favored “rapprochement” (cor- 
dial relations), but added: “I was 
a Frenchman all the same.” A 
shout of laughter broke from the 
crowd. 

Suarez pleaded that his collab- 
orationist dispatches in Aujour- 
d’hui and Paris-Soir were merely 
designed to “save France from a 
worse fate.” At first nervous and 
mopping at his face with a hand- 
kerchief, Suarez gained  confi- 
dence until before the verdict and 
interrupted the judges repeatedly. 

Ledoux throughout acted vir. 
tually in the role of a prosecutor. 
questioning Suarez while State 
Prosecutor Charles Raphael and 
Defense Attorney M. Boiteau re- 
mained seated. Presumably, the 
technique set the pattern for all 
future treason trials, with the 
main role in the prosecution play- 
ed by the presiding judge. 


Suarez was the first of approxi- 
mately 15,000 persons, now ‘held 
in concentration camps, awaiting 
trial on collaborationist charges in 
the Paris area alone. At least 25,- 
000 others are held in the re- 
mainder of France. Perhaps 3,000 
or 4,000 will be tried by military 
tribunals, the remainder by spe- 
cial courts now being organized in 
France. . 

The four jurors and two substi- 
tutes were drawn from a.panel of 
20, previously selected from a 
group of 100 citizens summoned 
for jury duty in the treason trials. 

The most spectacular trial sched- 
uled for this week will be that 
of the alleged assassins of former 
Minister of Interior Georges Man. 
del at Versailles last spring. For 
this case the former first presi- 
dent of the Paris court, 71-year- 
old Francois Paillet, was called 
from retirement to serve as pre- 
siding jurist.

If Labor Would Avert 
Excessive Regulation 


There is no more interesting condition in 

American social and economic affairs, at the 

: present time, than that of organized labor. To 

an observer on the sidelines, the story of the labor unions during 
the past few years is a fascinating chapter in history. 


It is, like all controversial issues, a subject which has been 
confused, in the public mind, by exaggerated and distorted state- 
ments both from those who detest the whole theory of organized 
labor’ and by those who believe it the open. sesame to a new mil- 
lennium in human affairs. 


The truth probably lies about midway between the two sets 
of views. 


On the side of the champions of organized labor, there can be 
no question but the unions have vastly improved conditions of life 
among working people. It would be unthinkable, today, to abandon 
collective bargaining and to revert to the time when each man 
seeking a job had to take whatever pittance the charity, of his 
employer offered, because he was too weak, economically, to bargain. 


On the other hand, there is no doubt that there are many abuses 
of power among union leaders. That is inevitable in a movement 
which has grown to such great proportions in so short a time. 


There are, it cannot be denied, racketeers and crooks in places 
of union power and authority. There are, it cannot be denied, dan- 
gerous, undemocratic and vicious practices by some unions and their 
officials. There is abuse of power. 

Such things, however, can be remedied. There are two ways by 
which cure can be effected. It is really up to organized labor itself 
to decide which remedy shall be applied. 

The first of these remedies—which or- 


The Two Remedies ganized labor won’t like—is excessive, 


and in some respects undoubtedly unjust, public regulation by law. 
This will only come about if labor itself, by abuse of power and 
by disregard of public rights, forces the lawmakers to respond to 
public demand. After all, there are approximately 140 million 
people in this country and labor union members constitute only a 
smallish minority of that total. If the public gets mad, it can force 
action by its representatives, despite lobbies and the political power 
of organized minorities. ? 

It is inescapable truth that, in due course of time, the pendulum 
of public opinion will force a halt to any abuse of power. Special 
privilege has largely been stripped from the old-style financial and 
industrial tycoons who, at one period in American history, ravished 
the nation’s resources, both material and human, for their own 
greed, Special privilege will likewise be stripped from organized 
labor if it presumes to demand it. 

The other remedy is for labor to clean its own house. To adopt, 
within its own organization, such regulations that no one can criti- 
cize, that no loophole for racketeering in any form is left. And, 
at the same time, get rid of those few individuals who have dis- 
graced the labor movement and brought condemnation on the entire 
organization. 


: In the November issue of the Reader's 
Seven Basic Rules. Digest, Walter W. Cenerazzo, president of 
the Watch Workers’ Union, urges that union law be enacted, by 
the unions themselves, which will’ compel all unions to live up 
to fair minimum standards of democracy and decency. He lists 
seven basic points ‘which such a law should.contain: 

1, Every union constitution must be adopted by the membership 
itself, by secret ballot. 

2. There must be stated union meetings and union conventions. 

3. Officers must be elected at fixed dates by secret ballot super- 
vised by election boards chosen by the membership. 

4. There must be financial reports, audited by certified public 
accountants and distributed to all members at stated intervals. 

5. All contracts must be negotiated by committees chosen by 
the membership and must be ratified by the membership through 
secret ballot. 

6. No strike shall be called until it has been authorized by the 
membership through secret ballot. 

7. No union money shall be spent for political purposes or for 
any other purposes except those of strict trade unionism. 

Such regulations seem reasonable and, what is more, necessary. 
In a democratic country surely no man who: believes in democratic 
processes can find objection to them. /

Hate, as you know, is usually a 
product of envy and fear. Every- 
body has a grudge against the top 
dog. If a man being sued is called 
a big shot, the jury always decides 
against him. 

What is true of individuals is 
true of whole peoples. As our 
demagogues have for years made 
votes by denouncing Wall Street, 
so the budding dictators of Latin 
America have won support by 
cursing the Yankee, the “Colossus 
of the North.” . For generations 
we have been feared and envied 
and hated by our “good neigh- 
bors” to the south, 

In recent years this feeling has 
been encouraged by Germans, Ital- 
ians and others who compete with 
us for Latin America’s trade. Their 
propaganda has been constant and 
shrewd, and while we made no 
effort to defend ourselves, it was 
everywhere effective. .To put it 
mildly, the Latins don't love us. 

That is small wonder. To most 
of our people, the Central or 
South American is a lazy, dark- 
skinned individual in white pants 
and jacket, barefoot, polite, prim- 
itive, provincial and incredibly ig- 
norant. Americans who go down 
there make small effort to conceal 
their feeling of superiority. That 
doesn’t offend the poor, illiterate 
lower class, but it enrages the peo- 
ple who run things. 

In nearly all Latin countries 
there is a highly cultured upper 
class. There are great cities as 
modern and much more beautiful 
than ours. There are _ scholars, 
artists and scientists equal to ours. 
There is an enormously wealthy 
upper class, whose arrogant, Paris- 
clad, handsome aristocrats live 
much more elegantly than ours. 
And these, so far from envying us, 
look upon our vulgarities with 
scorn. And all of them, high and 
low, are Catholics with little re- 
spect for any Protestant country. 

We do not deal with the people, 
but with the ruling dictators. The 
people have no voice in anything. 
Even in Brazil, the great land we 
consider most democratic and most 
friendly, the so-called president 
was not elected. Force put him in 
office and keeps him there. For 
twelve years he has promised the 
people an election, but now he 
says he must stay in power till 
the “emergency” is over. He is 
indispensable. Lately he suppres- 
sed papers and fired officials who 
openly favored democracy. 

Most Latin American govern- 
ments seem to sympathize with 
Argentina. It is foolish to think 
the Argentine people favor us, for 
all people naturally support their 
government against an outsider— 
especially when their norma! 
prejudice has been increased by 
tricky, one-way propaganda. 

Our efforts to appease Argen- 
tina with one hand while spanking 
her with the other have made a 
dismal mess of the situation, and 
little more will be needed to turn 
the whole of Latin America openly 
against us.

It is not a simple question, 
easily resolved, for it involves the 
er to declare war granted sole- 
by by the constitution to congress. 
How far congress itself can dele- 
gate this power is in issue. In 
his speech the President said the 
United States representative “must 
be endowed in advance by the 
people themselves, by constitution- 
al means, through their represent- 
atives in the congress, with au- 
thority to act.”

“Let’s stop 
here and get something to eat,” 
he suggested. The old man stub- 
bornly insisted that he was not 
hungry, then confessed that he 
had no money.

Marvels - 
At Eleanor 


NEW YORK.—Mrs. Roosevelt's 
preaching and her personal per- 
formances have been so inconsist- 
ent that I often turn from her 
current writings to her autobio- 
graphy, dated 1937, not with any 
hope of reconciling the two atti- 
tudes but just to marvel, which 
is one of my hobbies. 


“There are many arguments in 
favor of a year of national serv- 
ice,” Mrs. R. wrote on August 26, 
1944. “There would be the advan- 
tage that young men from all the 
different groups which make up 
the citizenship of the nation, would 
be thrown together. They would 
know each other, and the differ- 
ences in background and environ- 
ment would melt away.” 


Mrs. Roosevelt has something 
there, although those Americans 
who went to public schools all 
know that children from “all the 
different groups are thrown to- 
gether in the classrooms and in 
the schoolyard. In our school, 
there were Negro boys and girls 
and there were sons and daugh- 
ters of immigrant Germans, Scan- 
dinavians and Irish and old-stock 
Americans. We were “thrown to- 
= peal and knew each other very 
well, 


But, neither Mrs. Roosevelt nor 
her husband ever set foot in a 
public school and, when she had 
young ones, she saw to it that 
meither did they. Mrs. Roosevelt 
took her Jimmy to Groton where, 
certainly all the “different groups” 
are not thrown together, and she 
speaks of taking Elliot there, after 
he had had a year at “Buckley,” 
which seems to be a pre-prep 
schoo] of the Groton social climate 
and tradition, and, again, of send- 
ing young Franklin to “Buckley” 
and Johnny to “Miss Hewitt’s”’ 
and Anna to “Miss Chapin’s,” and 
so forth. 


Did she send her children to 
these cloisters to meet “all the 
different groups?” or to make 
sure they wouldn’t be contami- 
nated by contact with “all the 
different groups?” 


In another recent writing, Mrs. 
Roosevelt proposed that all young 
American girls, as well as the boys, 
should put in a year of compul- 
sory service in which they would 
get some training useful in case 
of war and learn the meani of 
citizenship in a democracy. he 
meaning of this will suggest itself 
to the parents of young daughter's 
and so, of course, will the differ- 
ence between the raising of her 
own daughter and the course 
which she now advocates for other 
people’s daughters. 


Mrs. Roosevelt’s constant empha- 
sis on “citizenship” seems to sug- 
gest that she thinks we are not 
as good citizens as we might be, 
but with a strong implication that 
she and her husband, who were 
kept aloof from the lower classes, 
nevertheless, by some innate su- 
periority, overcame this handicap 
and became exemplary citizens. 
Yet, the citizenship of the United 
States will seem to many of us 
to have been fairly good down 
to now, although we may have 
made some spectacular -mistakes 
at the polls, as Mrs. R. might agree 
we have, 


In the economci field, Mrs. 
Roosevelt again seems inconsist- 
ent. There were fortunes on both 
sides of the family and nobody 
seems ever to have worked at use- 
ful toil. 


“My grandfather Hall never en- 
gaged in business,” she wrote, “He 
lived on what his father and 
mother gave him.” Her father, 
“with the consent of an indulgent 
mother and two adoring sisters, 
took part of his inheritance and 
went around the world.” And 
later he became a hopeless rum- 
pot and actually had to be put 
in confinement. « 


When Roosevelt was assistant 
secretary of the Navy, in 1914, on 
$7,500 a year, She took with her 
to Washington “four servants and 
a nurse and governess.” And, be- 
fore that, when Roosevelt was only 
a state senator in Albany at $1,000 
a year, where the legislators of 
“all the different groups” lived in 
cheap hotels and rooming houses, 
they took a house and “I brought 
three servants, besides the nurses.” 


It was not until the entire fam- 
ily had enjoyed every advantage, 
luxury and pleasure, including 
town house and country estates, 
yachts, pony carts and European 
travel, that Mrs. Roosevelt thought 
of limiting the income of other 
people to $25,000 a year. But even 
then, there was still more than a 
milkion of the old family fortune 
left. So, with no income at all, 
she and her husband could spend 
at least $1,000 a week out of o 
tal, just to enjoy luxurious life, 
and pay no tax at all. There has 
never been any offer to give the 
fortune away. 


On the racial question, too, Mrs. 
R. reveals a contrast. She opposes 
discrimination in hiring and yet, 
in her early life story, she tells 
of a time in Washington when 
two white servants quit and “TI 
decided it would be much simpler 
if I took colored servants, which 
would obviate my having to go 
to New York to find new white 
ones.

That might sound like discrimi- 
nation and it certainly doesn’t 
abide by the arbitrary checker- 
board rule which the grdcious lady 
lays down for other employers and 
workers of today.

Reviews American Contribution to Victory 


There is no imaginable road to 
global peace and economic im- 
provement which does not pass 
through our country. Whether 
we like it or not, it is our destiny 


to play the lead role in the great 


drama of postwar economic re- 
construction. We cannot play it 
vigorously and effectively if we 
are weak at home and divided in 
our counsels; if we allow our- 
selves to grow flabby, fatalistic 
and unambitious. .We have at- 
tained that role by virtue of the 
American system of enterprise 
that made us strong. It would be 
sheer folly and a disservice to 
mankind at large if we choked off 
our strength at its source. 

I for one distrust world plan- 
ners who do not give sufficient 
thought to the happiness and pros- 
perity of their own countries. 
There are men—honest, high- 
minded men—who think they are 
raising the living standards of 
the world when they only succeed 
in lowering the living standards in 
America. : 

They forget that we Americans 
have been able to make the mag- 
nificent contribution of our indus- 
trial genius toward winning the 
war precisely because we were 
rich, industrious, immensely pro- 
ductive, and economically free. 
We shall be able to weigh the post- 
war scales in favor of peace and 
general well-being for the world 
as a whole only if we continue to 
preserve and fortify the economic 
system which gave us those ca- 
pacities. To do otherwise would 
be to kill the roots which give life 
to the tree. 

Let us look briefly at that his- 
tory-making American accomplish- 
ment, 

We have mobilized and equipped 
10,000,000 men for war, equipping 
them with the most advanced mod- 
ern weapons, in the space of less 
than two years. The time element 
needs to be underscored. Ger- 
many, it should be remembered, 
had channeled everything inte 
military preparations for nearly 
seven years before it launched 
World War JI;.Russia had depriv- 
ed itself of necessities, not to men- 
tion comforts, for nearly 20 years, 
so that it might divert all its 
energies and resources to military 
purposes, America, so far as the 
implements of war are concerned, 
started from scratch on the day 
when a program of lend-lease was 
decided upon. 

Having withdrawn 10,000,000 
men from our productive process, 
we have been able, notwithstand- 
ing, to gather and train the man- 
power needed to equip and feed 
not only our own forces, but to 
help feed and equip all our Allies. 

The War Production Board 
measures the progress of muni- 
tions output with the aid of a spe- 
Clal index which takes into ac- 
count planes, ships, tanks, guns, 
ammunition, and all campaign 
equipment, but does not include 
military construction work or in- 
dustrial facilities created for mu- 
nitions production. In the WPB 
index 100 equals over-all muni- 
tions production for the month of 
November, 1941, just before Pear! 
Harbor. Output under the defense 
program previously in effect had 
been raised from 23 in July, 1940, 
to 50 in December, 1940, and had 
passed 75 in September, 1941. 

The rate of production was more 
than doubled between November, 
1941, and March, 1942, that is to 
say, in four months, the index go- 
ing from 100 to 213. By June, 
1942, the index stood at 309; by 
October, 1942, it was 403; by 
March, 1943, 530; and in October, 
1943, 614. The rate of production, 
in other words, increased sixfold 
in two years! 

Perhaps the most spectacular 
exemplification of the American 
productive system was provided 
by rubber. When the Japanese 
captured our Pacific Ocean rubber 
sources, it looked as if we: had 
been stymied. Starting with noth- 
ing, however, we have brought 
into being the world’s largest syn- 
thetic-rubber industry. Despite 
preliminary confusions and con- 
flicting governmental authorities, 
private industry did the job. 

Only once in its history has the 
American automotive industry 
manufactured more than 5,000,000 
motor vehicles a year. Yet by 
1943 the same industry was pro- 
ducing war materials the value of 
which was about three times as 
great as in that peak year. 

Aviation is a super-drama that 
is being acted out in the Battle of 
Germany, the Battle of the South- 
west Pacific, the Battle of China. 
But its “breeding place” is in con- 
tinental United States. The Presi- 
dent’s first figure of 50,000 planes. 
a year seemed far-fetched even to 
optimists. By the end of 1943 we 
were producing more than 8,000 a 
month, or almost 100,000 a year. 

Shipbuilding was virtually at a 
standstill in the United States 
when the world was overwhelmed 
by war. But two years after Pear] 
Harbor ours was the most produc: 
tive shipbuilding industry of all 
time as Burnham Finney put it. 
“Imagine being able to build a 
Normandie, giant of seas, every 
two and a half days! That is 
what we are doing, in effect. That 
is what the merchant tonnage be- 
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ing put into service by private 
shipyards adds up to.” 

American shipyards have deliv- 
ered nearly 18,000,000 deadweight 
tons of shipping between Pearl 
Harbor and the autumn of 1943. 
By January, 1944, America had 
built in two years the equivalent 
of more than a third of all the 
ocean merchant marine tonnage in 
the world! 

This pattern of supreme accom- 
plishment is repeated consistently 
in every department of our econ- 
omy. The machine-tool industry 
not only succeeded in taking care 
of the great conversion tasks at 
home, but made enormous contri- 
butions to the factories of Russia, 
England, India, Australia, Canada. 
Steelmaking was expanded rapidly 
to the point where more than half 
the steel of the entire world was 
being made in the United States. 
The steel industry rarely operated 
below 94 per cent of capacity after 
Pearl Harbor and several months 
it worked at 100 per cent capacity. 
The 83,000,000 tons produced in 
1941 rose to 86,000,000 tons in 
1942, to 90,000,000 tons in 1943. 

That challenge has been met. 
American business and industry 
and labor, reflecting the mentality 
of a peace-loving nation, had been 
completely geared to meet only 
civilian requirements. But being 
blessed with immense. resources 
and know-how, we were able to 
turn overnight to the manufacture 
of the intricate machines of. to- 
day’s fast-moving mechanized war- 
making. 

Government necessarily assum- 
ed broad authority and has played 
a dominant part in the war pro- 
duction direction. It has had to 
control the flow of materials and 
exercise other economic powers 
which normally belong to private 
economy. Nevertheless, the im- 
print of private enterprise is deep- 
ly and decisively upon the war- 
production achievement. The suc- 
cess of the unprecedently huge un- 
dertaking has been dependent on 
the initiative, resourcefulness, and 
ability of private business. 


Any attempt to interpret war 


production as a triumph for state 
operation must miscarry, since it 
is easy to show that private capi- 
talism carried out the assignment 
despite the handicaps of ma 

government policies curtailing pri- 
vate freedom of action, and de- 
spite myriad bureaucratic controls. 
Credit for the most astounding 
production job in all human his- 


tory must go primarily to Ameri-} 


can capitalism. | 
The expansion achieved has 
been so tremendous that increased 


roductive capacity in the United| 


tates will be greater by the end 
of the war than all the capacity 
destroyed in other countries, in- 
cluding Russia and Germany. 
other words, the world’s aggregate 
industrial and raw-materials poten- 
tials will be larger at the end of 
this war than at the beginning, 
notwithstanding the unprecedent- 
ed demolition inflicted by mam- 
moth war machines. —~ 

Agriculture, no less than indus- 
try, took a heroic part in the na- 
tional effort and proved the value 
of free farming. The extraordi- 
nary achevement of the American 
farmers has received less than its 
due in appraisals of over-all war- 
time production. 

It is hardly necessary to record 
that labor, likewise, did its share 
and more. Neither industry nor 
agriculture could function without 
the co-operation of labor. In 
mines, on farms, at factory 
benches, in transport services, in 
a hundred other branches of the 
national effort men and women 
whose muscle power and intelli- 
gence and lls represent the life-

Postwar cars, continued Coyle, 
will be the 1942 models, “with the 
face lifted.” Prices, he said, will 
be about 15 per cent more than 
the 1942 prices. This estimate, he 
indicated, takes into consideration 
present labor costs. These prices, 
Coyle continued, while greater 
than the 1942 prices, will be much 
lower than ceiling prices for cars 
now on the market. 

A feature of the affair was a 
motion picture entitled ‘“Tomor- 
row’s Page One Story.” This pic- 
ture answered a great many ques- 
tions about reconversion, postwar 
models and postwar prices. 


“We already have the 1942 ma- 
chine tools,” said Coyle, in ex- 
plaining some of the answers. “In 
the postwar period, after we clear 
our plants of war production, all 
we have to do is to put our tools 
back in the plants, rearrange them 
and get started on the production 
of automobiles.” 

In answer to a question, Coyle 
said that the cars produced imme- 
diately after the postwar era will 
not take 100 octane gasoline, But 
he predicted that eventually every 
car made would have the capacity 
to take 100 octane gas and get the 
most out of it.”

tion, confronted with the neces- 
sity of reconstruction and the but- 
tressing of French finances, can 
derive the greatest possible ben- 
efit therefrom both internally and 
in resuming France’s role as one 
of the major powers. 


Thus culminated for tall, aus- 
tere Gen. De Gaulle the strenuous 
campaign to restore France to her 
place among the nations, a fight 
begun on June 17, 1940, when he 
stepped from a plane at Croydon, 
outside London, and announced 
that France had lost a battle but 
not the war. He began at that time 
to organize continued French re- 
sistance, refusing to accept Mar- 
shal Petain’s surrender. 

For this the Nazi-dominated re- 
gime at Vichy revoked his citi- 
zenship, confiscated his property 
and condemned him to death in 
absentia as a “traitor.” 

There was irony in this action 
of Petain’s government. In 1912 
when De Gaulle graduated from 
St. Cyr, the French West Point, 
his scholastic attainments gave 
him his choice of regiments. Be- 


‘catse he greatly admired its col- 


onel, he joined the 33d Infantry 
regiment as a second lieutenant. 
The colonel was Henri Petain. 

In the desperate days of June, 
1940, with France tottering, De 
Gaulle made two flights to Lon- 
don and conferred with Prime 
Minister Churchill in an effort to 
keep France in the war. This fail- 
ing, he then left France, via Bor- 
deau, on a secret flight to London, 


determined to carry-on despite the 
French surrender.

When it comes 
to the upper berth, the first prob- 
lem is to get one—and get into it 
is quite a bit of exercise! Our 
traveling lady is a singer who 
must keep her streamlined figure 
and has no other place to exercise 
except in the privacy of her upper 
berth. Since a lot of girls living 
in Washington, D, C., and a lot 
of other places probably have not 
much more space than that, here 
is a set that can be taken in the 
minimum of space, and incident- 
ally, it is guaranteed not to jeop- 
ardize any leases. 


The muscles most in need of 
exercise are those in the middle 
of the figure so we'll concentrate 
largely on the midriff. The el- 
bowroom people can use a chair 
back on which to prop their feet.

Position: Lying on back, arms 
down at sides, feet elevated to 
low object. ;

Position: Raise one leg about 12 
inches in air, hold, lower. - Raise 
other leg, hold, lower. Repeat 12 
times. ow, raise both legs to- 
gether for six counts. . This ex- 
ercise should always be performed 
with feet elevated to take the 
strain off the lower back muscles. 

Position: Lying face down, head 
pillowed on folded arms, 
straight down. 

Movement: Raise alternate legs 
up in back, ta care not to 
roll to the side. xercise slowly 
for 12 counts, alternating legs. 
Later, continue for 25 counts. This 
exercise tones the big muscles on 
the back of the hips and also the 
muscles of the abdominal wall. 

Accuracy is the essence of ex- 
ercise in close quarters and with- 
out noise. Also, it makes for 
streamlining in the quickest pos- 
sible time.
